Venezuelan Matter. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20. 
The special 


meeting of the Senale Foreign Relations 
Committee which was called yesterday 
by its chairman, Mr. Morgan (Den., Ala.), 
to discuss the Venezuelan question, as- 
sembled at 10 o'clock this morning with 
a hare quorum present. 


In addition to Mr. Morgan, this was 


ma^e up of Senators Sheruian(Kep.,ObIo) 
D«vU (Kep., Minn.) and Turpie (Dem., 
(nd.), all the other members being out of 
Ihe ciry. The Committee, although the 
Venezuelan commission bill was not be- 
fore them, decided to (avor an amend- 
ment "fixing tbe number of cominisaion- 
ers at three to be appointed by and with 
che advice and consent of the Senate and 
to report to the President. 


It was argued in the committee room 


that the Incorporation of tbe text oT tbe 
Monroe doctrine Into tbe bill 'was un- 
necessary. Tbe compliance on the part 
of Congress with the request of the 
President' was sufficient, It was main- 
tained, to give full force and eflect to the 
leglslallve sanction of the doctiinc. 


The confirmation of thu commissioners 


by the Senate was antagonized by Mr. 
Morgan as tbe establishment of a pre- 
cedent that might prove unwise In the 
future but'he acquiesced In the views ol 
the majority. This act on the partof tte 
Senate Is held to be merely the exercise 
of) the advisory right of the Senate as to
